interpreted as a release. 
Tao 'progressives’ 
statem ent also 
declares that Colonel Roosevelt nev­ 
er a t any 'time promised his support 
to Jai Follette, and a t all times made 
it clear that he would not bind him­ 
self to refute the nomination if it 
were offered him. 
These declarations of the Pinchots, 
K ent and McCormick are corroborat­ 
ed by Gilson Gardner, Geo.

Governor Johnson in his statem ent 
last night, said that he was in close 
conference with prominent 
progres­ 
sives of the nation when 
in

York, including 
men 
like 
Gifford 
Pinchot, George L. Record 
of New 
Jersey, Amos Pinchot, 
Medill 
Mc­ 
Cormick, Gilson Gardner and others, 
all of whom were actuated 
by one 
purpose, the success 
of 
the great 
cause. 
They all felt keenly that the 
candidacy they had espoused nad not 
progressed as they had hoped. 
Johnson then refers 
to

La Follette spoke to the publishers 
in Philadelphia, and

CHILDREN OF THE POOR IN LOS 
ANGELES TENDERLY CARED FOR 


Parent-Teachers Association Do Great 
Work—Which Is Told of 
By Mrs. McKern 


The following address was given 
on Tuesday afternoon before a m eet­ 
ing of the Parent-Teachers A ssoria 
tion of Roosevelt school by Mrs. C 
R. M cKern, a m em ber of 
the 
Los 
Angeles 
Parent-Teachers 
A ssocia­ 
tions. 
She spoke about the em erg­ 
ency work carried on by those organi­ 
zations.' 
Mrs. M cKern’s address fol­ 
lows: 
“Emergency W ork” 
This work was organized in Los 
Angeles in 1896. 
Because we found 
many children out of school for lack 
of clothing. 
W e have a compulsory 
education law ; 
you may send 
the 
truant officer after a child, but you 
cannot compel the child to go 
to 
school without proper clothing. 
This com m ittee was organized be­ 
cause it seemed right that a body of 
m others should do this work and not 
depend upon the teachers. 
W e found 
many teachers caring for children in 
order that they m ight m ake 
their 
grades. 
A com m ittee of live 
was 
appointed to start the work. 
Two 
chairm en were named, one for sup­ 
plies and investigating and one for 
purchasing. 
M aterial was purchased 
and made into garm ents. 
From this 
start we now have one hundred and 
one circles. 
All have an em ergency 
com m ittee. 
The women m eet som e­ 
times for an afternoon and some one 
day in the month for making and re­ 
pairing. Only garm ents ready for use 
are sent to the cen tral com m ittee. 
The principals report cases and then 
they are investigated and relieved— 
som etim es it is clothing or food that 
is needed, then again it is m edicine 
or books. 
This com m ittee should be 
informed as to civic and school laws 
in order that they may d irect those 
who are in need of help and advice. 
W e have secured books and help for 
hundreds of children in school, com­ 
pelled fathers to care Tor their fam i­ 
lies— have helped many m others to 
feel that life was really worth living 
because somebody cares. 
W e now 
have two beds in the m aternity cot­ 
tage, where we take care of needy, 
worthy m others and w here they re­ 
ceive proper attention pnd com petent 
nursing during the period of their 
confinement. 
At the Children’s Hospital we have 
rooms where ail children whose par­ 
ents are not financially able to pay 
such attention as may be necessary 
after having been exam ined and rec­ 
ommended 
for 
treatm ent 
by 
the 
school physician, are taken care of 
at the Parent-Teacher Clinic. 
Here 
are two skilled dental operators, who 
not only put the children’s teeth in 
order, but instruct them how to care 
for their teeth to prevent further de­ 
cay. 
These men are 
paid 
by the 
Dental Association aud Board of Edu­ 
cation. 
Som e of the leading eye spe­ 
cialists of the city give us two days 
each week, giving many treatm ents 
and doing much 
refraction 
work. 
Many glasses are furnished. 


All work of 
a 
surgical 
nature, 
such as removal of tonsils 
or ade­ 
noids, is done by the Children’s Hos­ 
pital, the Parent-Teachers’ 
Associa­ 
tion com m ittee being held responsi­ 
ble to the hospital for live dollars for 
each operation. 
The report for the 
dental clinic alone shows 
for 
last 
year that over two 
hundred 
cases 
were treated. 
W e have no record of 
number of cases referred to the eye 
and ear clinic or any other depart­ 
ment. 
The clinic is open every day 
from I to 5 o’clock p.m. 
W e have a 
free nursery a t Utah street, 
where 
the children, from young babies up 
to kindergarten age, are 
admitted. 
As many as thirty babies have been 
cared for a t one 
time. 
The 
very 
sm all babies are fed milk, while the 
older ones are given 
T risk et 
and 
milk. 
We are hoping for more free 
nurseries in the poor districts of Los 
Angeles. 
#Many of the circles donated gifts 
and money to make merry at Christ­ 
mas time. 
L ast year we m aintained 
Ave scholarships 
and 
purchased a 
wh^el chair -for a little child to ride 
to school in. 
The Mutual Aid gave 
help to ninety-two 
individuals. 
We 
care for children who 
are 
out 
of 
school for lack of clothing, food or 
m edical attention, and secure legal 
protection for women and children. 
W e are assisting the 
‘‘H ostetter 
School,” which is composed 
of 
the 
children of “peon 
M exicans” 
who 
work on the railroads and street rail­ 
ways at very sm all wages. 
W e have 
provided cooking utensils 
and 
ma­ 
terials for hot lunches, 
which con­ 
sist of rice cooked 
with 
milk and 
sugar, on Tuesday, soup on W ednes­ 
day and cocoa on Friday. 
Many of 
these 
little 
children 
have 
never 
known what under-clothing was un­ 
til we furnished them this 
winter. 
The clothing th at we 
give 
out is 
gathered up by the different circles,

We fol­ 
low the Bible, which uses the word 
heathen, Gentiles and nations inter­ 
changeably, and applies these terms to 
all except the Jewish nation and the 
Christian Church. The reason for this 
is that only Israel spiritual and Israel 
natural have thus far entered into cov­ 
enant relationship with God.

But aside from these footstep fol­ 
lowers of Jesus, tho Pastor queried 
whether the remainder of mankind un­ 
der Christian civilization were happier 
than those under heathen religions, 
such as Buddhism. W hat be had seen 
of India, China and Japan led hlunto 
believe that the 700,000,000 of these 
lands are more contented, more happy 
than are the peoples of Europe and 
America, even though they possess lit­ 
tle of the wealth of the world.
